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It is education, and not mere book education, that
makes the great difference in mankind.

The little or almost insensible impressions in our
tender infancy’ have ‘very important and lasting conse-
guences; and there it is, as in the fountains of some
rivers, where a gentle application of the hand turns the
flexible waters in channels, that make them take quite
contrary courses; and by this direction given them first
in the source, they receive different tendencies and
arrive at last at very remote and different places.

And it should be remembered that the minds of chil-
dren are as easily turned this or that way as water itself.
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The only fence against the world is a thorough
knowledge of it. It is often said that to inform a
young man of the vices of the age is to teach them
to him; yet it is not possible now to keep a youth from
vice by a total ignorance of it, unless he is shut up in
a closet and never allowed to go into company. 2

“He should be told the arts they use, and the trains
they lay; and then have set before him the tragical
or ridiculous examples of those who are ruined this way.”

“Friendship will make a man honest; it will make
bim a hero; it will make him a saint,” Thoreau opined.

Thoreau defined a friend as one who incessantly pays
us thé compliment of expecting from us all the virtues,
and who can appreciate them in us,

“It takes two to speak the truth-—one to speak, and
another to hear. How can we treat with magnanimity
mere wood and stoue? If we dealt only with the false
and dishonest, we should at last forget how to speak

the truth.
